Their steadfestness in the 
faith, street regard of divine institutions, faith 
ful exposition of the truth, abstinence from al! »p- 
pearance of evil, the searchings of heart among 
thems, inquiry for causer of declension, their fast- 
ings and prayers, their umted confessions and re- 
newmgs of covenant—eil these we find among 
the records of their time. They expressed the 
benevolent sprit of their relignron by disi nmbuting 
to the poor and vwiting the fatheriess and widows 
in thetr affection, in sustaining a preached gospel, 
schools of learning and civil government. Al- 
though there were times of declension, yet re- 
ligtom flourished in their day; Like learning frem 
the dark ages, “the church arcee and shook the 
poppy from ber brows.”

Our cor- 
respondent's remarks opon the controversy be- 
tween Mr. Merrick and the members of the Nes- 
torian Mission, we do pot wish to endorse, be- 
cause they do not express onr own conviclions 
upon the subject. 

We trust that this controversy is now closed, at 
‘east, so far as our journal is concerned. A few 
bref remarks frown i to be d ide 
Much di has been exp din sere 
quarters, thet Mr. Merrick's first article was al- 
lowed to appear in the columns of the Recorder. 
We have only to’ say thet the article was inserted 
advisedly, with due deliberation, and upon the 
strength of testimony which no reasonable map 
siould reyect, and from motives which al) candid 
men will respect. 

The controversy itself is worthy of notice in 
two points of view; first, a to the temper of the 
disputents ; secondly, as to the feetsst issue. We 
may state im this connection, that we are entire 
strangers to the parties in this discussion, having 
ne personal acquaintance with any of them; we 
cousequentiy feel that we are impartial judges of 
the ments of this conireversy. 

Mr. Mernek’s first communicytion, that of Nov. 
19th, 1646, wes, we think, written m a tone and 
temper entirely unsuited to the nature of the 
grave and weighty charges preferred egeinst his 
former colleagues m Persia—charges, which, if 
sustained, would at once have deprived them of 
the confidence of the christian community at home. 
There is an abruptness, almost a levity of man- 
ner, ip bringing the matter before the public, 
which, it seems to us, a truly christian spirit and 
temper would Imve avoided. No sorrow iw ex- 
pressed by Mr. M. that & netessity existed that 
made it he duty to arreign before the christian 
public hw former sssuceates and brethren, upor 
charges of the most serious import. As wo the 
reply of the missionaries to Mr. Merrick, we do 
not know that we have any feult to find with its 
temper and epirit; we may eny the seme of Mr. 
Merrich’s rejoinder. 

The two great facts in dispute in thie contro- 
versy ere, as we think, the question of the wentity 
of the Nestonan church with the Roman Catholic 
—and the presematvien of merceuary motives to 
unrenewed men. 

Mr. M. asserts that the Nestorian chorch is 
identical with the Roman Catholic ; the missiona- 
deny tt. We think Mr. M. fails to make 
good his sssertion. This wes « fact of vital im- 
portance to the exmtence of the present method of 
conducting the mission—and Mr. M. should have 
been prepared ith proof to substantiate his charge ; 
we think he makes a weak defence of the posi- 
ton he bas assumed. 

That the miasionanes paid some sali sums to 
the bishops for services that were pot very epecific, 
seems to be admitted. That practice is now aban- 
doned, and they are paid only for actual services. 

It ws lamentable thet controvermes should ane 
between those who go forth from our churches as 
presehers of the gospel; bat we have no doubt 
that this discussion will be beneficial to the cause 
of mismons ; it will render mismonanes caulious 
w thew policy, and distinctly apprise the patrons 
of mumsons bow their funds are expended.

The manner rejoices to be informed of (be shoals, 
rocks and quicksends which are in hus way, to cor- 
rect the mistakes he hes made, and to be cas- 
tioned ageinst those which he ie likely to umke. 
Onur churches sometimes fa!| inte unadveed prac- 
tices, and the warnings and rebukes, the helps end 
directions of those who are neslous for the wel- 
fare of Zion, become necessary and useful. If 
these things are done in « right spirit, we moy ex- 
pect « double benefit; and if wet they may etl! 
deserve our consideration, and be beneficial to us. 
Let ue not wo hastily complam ; there # some 
évfienlty im giving warning and exposing errors 
without some apprerance of wrong feeling. We 
ought, at least, to come up to the rule of the cipil 
law—" words are to be taken in their mildest 
sense.”

The graph, within a few days, has 
brought us hints, a oper and driblets of news, 
o@e wpon another, so end thick, that it mut be 
2 careful reader who can gather from them a con 
nected and intelligible idea of the positioa of our 
affairs - Mexico. The arrival of the New Orleans 
papers of the Zéd ult. does not remove the diffier:’- 
ties por enable us to understand the true position 
of things 19 Mexico. The newspaper accounts are 
almost as confused and unsatisfactory as the tele- 
graphic. The substance of them, however, we wi | 
try to give. 

The steamship New Orieans, from Vera Cruz the 
17th att. arrived at New Orieans on the Tad. Sine 

that General Pierce left Vera Cruz on the 
14-Ifith, wuh about 2500 men and a train of 150 
wagons. After marching vdoat 10 miles the scouts 
broagit him word of a large body of Mexicans at 
the Nationa! Budge, marching towards the city 
Everything was wade ready for an aitack, in the 
camp and the city, and a reinforcement of 700 mea 
was added to the General's foree. But whether 
there was any fight or not, we are lefi Lo conjecture. 

‘The news from Tampico i, that Col. De Russey 
had marched out with 2 emal! body of men (from 
115 to 200) to escort a body of Amencan prisoners 
smo Tampico, the Mexican commander baying sent 
© request to this effect to Col. Gates, at Tampico. 
After proceeding sone @) miles up the river, the 
Americans were attacked and sorrounded in a nar- 
row pass, neer Heejetia, by 1200 or 1400 Mexi- 
cans. By the aid of thew eruiiery the Americans 
were able té cut their way back to the river, and 
despatched an express to Tampico, for reinforee- 
ments. Col. Gates immediately despatched 200 
men to Col. De Russey's relief, and sem to Vere 
Cruz for further aid. By the aid of thas reinfarce- 
meat De Ruesey and hes command were enabled to 
make their way back to Tampico, on the I6th, with 
the loss of 20 killed, 10 wounded, 2 missing, and 
15 of 2D horses and pack mules. 

Gen. Pillow's command reached Puebia on the 
Sth. all well.
